Hutted In the stomach by the head 


of a fellow employe, John Hendrlck- 
son died live minutes afterwards Mon- 
day at the camp and sawmill of A. G. 
Stephenson, live miles from Hazel- 
hurst. 
Alfred Peterson, who struck 


the blow which proved fatal, was ar- 
rested. At a preliminary hearing at 
Mlnocqua, he pleaded not guilty and 
the case was adjourned to Feb. 25. 


It was the habit of the men at the 


camp to Jostle and wrestle with each 
other after •working hours. Monday 
evening after supper, Ilendrlckson 
and Peterson got at the customary 
fun. 
Ilendrlckson culled Peterson's 


ears and Peterson In return ducked 
his head and butted Ilendrlckson In 
the stomach. Ilendrickson, without 
a word, groaned and sank to the floor, 
Within five minutes he was dead. A 
doctor at HuzcHiurst was sent for, 
but when he arrived and had made an 
examination he said that ho could 
not have saved Ilendrlckson's life had 
ho been there at the time ho was In- 
Jured. 


The fatality cast a deep gloom over 


the camp and affected the men deep 
ly, as no serious consequences had 
over been thought would result from 
their Innocent bantering and fooling,

Cummins of Iowa are 
entitled to much of the credit for the 
awakening of the public consclenco 
which made the Roosevelt triumph 
possible. 


It Is to LaFollette, too, that must 


be charged up another Idea In the 
direction of control of the railroads 
which Is now (Irmly tlxed In the mind 
of President Roosevelt, although ho 
has not yet Insisted upon Its being 
placed on the statute books. This Is 
the theory that railroads must sub- 
mit to some sort of process by which 
their real cash value may be deter- 
mined as a basis for future rate mak- 
ing. 


COUUT SUPPORTS HIS FLAX. 


Gov. 
Lafc'olletto llrst crystallzed 


this Idea In his campaign speeches 
and his messages as governor. He 
showed by the reports of railroads 
themselves and by tho market value 
of their securities that most of them 
were enormously overcapitalized. Ilo 
Insisted, merely as a matter of theory, 
that the people had the right to llx a 
rate either for freight or passengers,, 
which would bring a fair return on 
the capital actually Invested, and that 
the railroads had no right to put a 
fictitious value on their property and 
then expect the public to pay the 
rates based upon that falsehood. 


Since Gov. LaFollotte formulated 


this theory, which only a few vean> 
ago was denounced as radicalism run 
riot and as down right socialism, the 
Supreme court has sustained the Idea 
completely. It has held that a rail- 
road may charge a tariff which pro- 
duces a fair return on the amount in- 
vested, and that any rate above that 
based on a mere issue of stock or 
bonds, Is unreasonable and may be 
abolished by the proper authority. 


It may be that LaFollete will not 


bo nominated at Chicago. Under the. 
present conditions It would bo extra- 
ordinary If he were. Ills failure In 
1008 does not mean, however, that ho 
will be out of the running four years, 
or even eight years, from now. His 
political history can bo read with 
proilt by the peoplu who feel Inclined 
to scolf at tho Wisconsin senator and 
his presidential prospects.—Chicago 
Tribune.

"Tho proviso referred to Is that part 


of section 2 which provides that no 
employe who handles train orders by 
telegraph or telephone shall bo re- 
quired to ho on duty more than nine 
hours out of tho 24, at offices continu- 
ally operated night and day, nor more 
than 13 hours out of tho 24 nt offices 
operated only during the day time, 
except In cases of emergency, when 
four additional hours may bo required 
on not moro than three days In any 
week. No other provision of the law 
can bo extended or modified by the 
commission." 


Tho commission also announces that 


after March 4 no action upon tho law 
can be taken by it, and that all cases 
In which cause can bo shown where 
the law should bo extended must be 
filed before that date,

water. 


This Is one of tho evils of tho country, 
like paper currency not backed by 
something of real Intrinsic value It is 
Increased Indefinitely at the will of 
promoters and the masses who pur- 
chase are the sufferers,

Interference with financial conditions 
the stock falls to pay a good dividend 
and IB thrown upon the market at a 
great discount and a" great financial 
upheaval Is caused.

no true conccptlunx>: watered stock 
or Is aiming to deceive his hearers.

nnture 
(tho healer), or, to 


speak In modern language, wo permit 
tho activity of tho forces and 
tho 


properties Inherent In tho biological 
elements to accomplish their work.

Its center of action bor- 
dering upon tho 
brain. 
Sensibility, 


movement, nutrition, secretion, excre-
